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A DREAM OF AN ARMENIAN MUSEUM! 


It is of the utmost importance that Armenian artifacts, manu- 
scripts, numismatics, maps, literature and other important items 
of our rich heritage and culture, be preserved. They should be 
collected and assembled, before they are lost forever. 


The Armenian Numismatic Society is basically an Armenian cul- 
tural society, interested in all of the arts and artifacts of our 
people. Our charter, and our purposes, embody these functions, 

We are interested in establishing and maintaining an Armenian Mu- 
seum, ag soon as possible, and from the events that are shaping up, 
there is hope that there will be an Armenian Museum in the near 
future, within an Armenian cultural center. 


The position of the Armenian Numismatic Society is to assist 
in what ever way possible, having the expertise in many of the 
fields attributed to the establishing of the authenticity of the 
artifacts and their values. We will be adding our assistance in 
whatever way possible, as the project is too great for one small 
organization or group. It must be a united effort of all inter- 
ested organizations within our community. The museum board of 
directors would be composed of representatives of interested or- 
ganizations, and qualified leaders of the fields that the museum 
would be involved with. The Museum board would be affiliated 
with the parent institution within which it would be housed, and 
thus conforming to certain guide lines imposed by the parent or- 
ganization, so that there is no conflict between the activities 
of both organizations. In addition to the managing board for the 
museum, there would be auxiliary organizations, such as Friends 
of the Museum and Docents, who would act as guides of tours on 
days that the museum would be open to the public. The Friends of 
the Museum would assist in the fund raising, a continuing process, 
to maintain the museun. 


When the final conditions of the museum will have been con- 
summated, there will be public announcements regarding the museum. 
At the present time, organizational work is being worked upon, 
along with developing ways and means of raising the construction 
costs, which would be in the neighberhood of an half a million 
dollars. Of course, we would use more and build a monumental 
building, that is not as important as having the museum at the 
earliest possible moment, ue house the priceless materials, prior 
to their loss. 


The most important aspect of the museum concept, is to start 
collecting the artifacts, manuscripts, and other items, now so 
that they will not be lost forever. Within many families, there 
are treasures, that have not come to the attention of the beholder, 
but may be of extreme importance. Likewise, there are families, 
that know what they have, and would be willing to share them with 
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the interested public, so that they can be enjoyed and studied by 
others. When such gifts are given to the museum, they will be 
evaluated and a tax credit will be issued to the donor, and a 
plaque or a note will be attached to the donation, designating the 
donor. In this manner, the donors will duly be credited for their 
generous contribution. To mention some of the items that may be 
within some of the stored away boxes, in the homes, let me give 

you some items that I am aware of and which will be coming to our 
museum. A passport from the Armenian Republic government of 1914- 
1919. Property deeds of properties owned by our family, issued by 
the Turkish government. Hand crafted comb and metal dishes. Em- 
broidery work, made by the little orphan girls after the massacres. 
Old photographs of graduating classes of Armenian colleges and sem- 
inaries. Clothing that was being used by different peoples of our 
homeland. Letters, manuscripts, books, etc., all pertaining to 

our rich heritage. 


Now to give you some idea as what can be placed in the museum, 
once it is established: complete Armenian numismatics, covering 
the period of time, prior to Tigran the Great, of first century 
before Christ to most of the coins of the Cilician kingdoms of the 
11-13th century, the bank notes of the Armenian Republic of 1918- 
1919. Philately (stamps) collection of the Armenian Republic. 
Maps of Armenia going back nearly five hundred years, showing that 
Armenians and Armenia covered much of central and lower and east- 
ern portions of what is now Turkey. This was our homeland for 
thousands of years, and even the Biblical and Roman maps, show this 
to be an undisputed fact. .Over a hundred books on the massacres, 
many of them out of print, written by not only Armenians but eye 
witness Americans, Germans, and others, all witnessing to the truth 
of the massacres. Most of these will be from one source alone if 
the proper arrangements can be made. — : 5 


Perhaps, one of the most important function of the research 
department of the museum would be to have a full capacity computer, 
that would house the manucripts of the genocide; so that the ori- 
ginals would not be lost or destroyed (of course, many of the items 
would be on microfilm). The problem of having such important doc- 
uments directly available to the public, such as in university 
libraries, is that they get lost or stolen by those who do not 
want the information be available to others. 


Since it is possible that within the Armenian center, where 
the museum would be located, there could also be an Armenian gen- 
ocide monument. With a large computer in the museum, the names 
of the victims of the genocide, listed by their native cities, 
could be listed, and within the monument, a computer terminal 
would allow the recalling of such names, by city references, and 
a brief history of their demise or family would be a living testi- 
mony of their lives and the memory of their sacrifices, so that 
others may inherit the everlasting values of the Armenian 
people. Therefore, one of the: programs that’ could be started im- 
mediately, would be to collect the names of the victims of the gen- 
ocide, by their native cities, and a brief history of the events 
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leading to their death. This would forever, dispel any doubt as 
to the true history of our Armenian people, with regard to the 
genocide by the Turks. 


The articles within the museum would belong to the museum 
corporation, with the exception of those on loan from families. 
One feature of the tax credit is that, you get the credit in the 
year of the donation, therefore a family may want to spread out 
the years of the donation so that the tax credit would not accrue, 
all in one year. One may ask why would someone want to donate val- 
uable historical artifacts to a museum, when they have children 
with families, to who the valuable should be handed down to within 
his own family? A very good question, and the answer is equally 
good: because it is a national treasure which should be properly 
protected and be shared by as many persons as is possible, and that 
can only attained within a museum setting. The similar artifacts 
and manuscripts of the museum would be stored within the basement 
for safety and security. They would be transported when not in 
use, on carts, as used by banks for the files, and lowered by "dumb 
waiters" or elevators to the area in front of the vault then placed 
inside. The security system of the museum shall be of the latest 
electronic systems, as well as the construction of the building to 
be class "A" with concrete roof structure as well. When the museum 
is open to the public, there shall be svecial guards or observers 
in each room, during the exhibition. No measure of safety shall 
be overlooked. No original manuscripts or documentation of the 
genocide shall be given to readers in the library or to researchers, 
within the proper safeguards, and only after the researcher has 
used the microfilm or photocopy. 


The staff should be all volunteers as much as possible, until 
and when the operation becomes so large that full time expert as- 
sistance should be needed. All of the staff, volunteer or paid, 
sould be very well screened for security and extent of responsi- 
bility. Every position should have duplicate security measures. 
The items of such a museum are vriceless,as they will never again be 
available and they willbe national treasures of the Armenian people! 


The museum may be associated with other Armenian museums 
throughout the world, so that duplicate items may be shared, special 
exhibits may be transferred from one museum to another, consultation 
with other museums about the identification and attribution of 
special items, the cross reference of documents, the exchange 
of microfilms, and many other activities of mutual benefit. 


In recent years, we have had the establishment of many Armeni- 
an schools. The museum could be of immeasurable value to the child 
ren, for their field trips to the museum to see and learn about 
their rich heritage. Thus assuring the pervetuation of their in- 
terest and love for their heritage; as being something more than 
words in a book or a speech by a teacher, but actual substances 
that they have seen and observed. What more could any Armenian 


ask, from the coming generations?

In 1961 Prof. Ebeyan purchased a hoard of bronze coins, 
discovered in Harrdn. All of the coins are attributed to the 
Armenian kings of the Ayyibid dynasty known as "Shah al-Arman." 


The author believes firmly that the archaeological and 
numismatic studies can clarify the dark pages of history. Thanks 
to the numismatic evidence of the Ayyubid coins, issued by the 
rulers of Armenian descent, Ebeyan attemps to clarify a part of 
history which was completely unknown to most of the Armenians. 


Najm al-Din Ayytb, born in Dvin, Armenia, fathered three 
sons, also born in Dvin. Because of their relationship with the 
Kurdish race, they were called Armenian-Kurd. His three sons 
were named al-Nasir Salah al-Din (Saladin) bin Ayyib, al- ‘Adil 
Sayf al-Din bin Ayyub Shah al-Arman, Tiranshadh bin Ayytb. 

Saladin was the grandson of the Armenian prince Gagik. Therefore, 
according to Prof. Ebeyan, Saladin is a descendent of the Armenian 
Bagratid dynasty who ruled Armenia from the capital city of Ani. 


The coins are attributed to the following rulers: al-‘Adil 
Sayf al-Din (A.H. 591-597), al-Awhad Najm al-Din Ayyub (A.H. 597- 
607), al-Ashraf Mugaffar al-Din Abi al-Fath Misa (A.H. 607-618), 
al-Mugaffar Shihab al-Din Ghazi (A.H. 618-642), al-Kamil Abu 
al-Ma‘ali Nasir al-Din Muhammad II (A.H. 642-658). The coins 
were issued in the mintd of Mayyafariqin, Harran, al-Ruha, and 
Sinjar. 


Prof. Ebeyan's studies was not only prepared with a dedicated 
effort but also is a unique work in its own field.
